Concrete building blocks, which | 
are submitted to 3,100 pounds of 
pressure per square inch, are be- 
ing produced in quantities 
Ulrich J. Schmid at his plant on 
Central avenue near Ninth Street, 
members of the Upland Lions 
club were told at their meeting 
at noon yesterday. 

He discussed his experiences in 
cement blocks 
“create some- 
thing better at a price equal or 
below his competitors.” A vibra- 
tion process is used in mixing the 
concrete, rock, sand and minute 
particles he said and this system 
has proven the best in achieving 
the greatest strength, Mr. Schmid 
said. 

Samples are sent regularly to 
testing laboratories and the blocks 
must meet a certain standard be- 
fore they are placed on the mar- 
ket. Mr. Scnmid’s product with- 
stands the maximum pressure of 
the testing machines, 3,100 pounds 
per square inch, he said. 

Formerly a district governor 
of Lions clubs, Mr. Schmid refer- 
red briefly to his experiences as 
an instructor at the San Bernar- 
dino air depot. He began his con- 
crete business January 1. Since 
then he has been producing the 
material, which is scld through 
retail outlets.
